(Impressions received from a lengthy visit lliis past summer)

'Russia Is at iiressnt conducting the greatest 
e.\pcr;ment In the world's history and Is therefore 
very much In the public eye. One hears most 
contradictory reports ot Its value and' success. 
This may be explained by the prejudice ot the 
obâêrvér or the difficulty ot obtaining a compre- 
hensive view ot what Is really happening. 

Russia Is an Immense country, one-sixth ot 
the Inhabitable land of the globe, larger than the 
whole North American continent and with a popu- 
lation ot 160,000,000, more than the whole North 
Araerjean^continent. It extends from the - seml- 
tropf«R^^^8 ot the Black Sea to the frozen 
north, and from the centre ot Europe through Asia 
to the Paclflo .ocean. 

^- Ru8àla'»; P<iP'>I*tlon!. l8 largely Asiatic with' a 
very very decided Oriental cast ot mind. It: was 
even at one tliÀs ruled by a Tartar dynasty. Elghty- 
flvo percent ot the Inhabitants afe peasants and 
trùm 85 to 00 percent Illiterate. 

Thtt early history is.obsciure. The country was. 
largely over-run by robber bànds, artd ior.th* 

. I years has been ruled b]^ an absolute monarchy 
in which the peôple had no voice. The whole his- 
tory hàs been ono of poverty, violence, cruelty, 
and social Injustice. Even the Czii^s in the ma- 
jority of InÈtancés. .died a violent de&th. ' 

Thus, it was no great wondèr that 25,000 zeal- 
6us and united comn^unlsts Wére abl« . toTMlztf^con- 
tr6l artd enforce their wUl^ upon' the cOuntryl F6r 
14 years they hà-v^e màlntàln'ed théir place, gradu- 
ally building thélr rank^ up to two million, until 
now the'' contifôllihg group In every business oi 
Industri&I * establlshMent, évtry educational or 
other undertaking whattoevér. conslrts of com- 
munists. 

They , have completely dispersed and annihilat- 
ed all other political parties,. often attended by the 
deàtth or 'banlthment into Siberia .bt all their 
leaders. Any criticism' or opposition calls forili the 
highest penalties; nathely, ' Instant diath or ban- 
ishment to Siberia. The best authorities state that 
the numbers banished to Siberia tar exceeds those 
banished undér Czai^lst rule. At least - three mil- 
lion -were kllléd or died vt starvation following the 
lévolutlon. ■ ^ . 

Far.be it for nie to attempt to express arty 
dplnlons about, what Is occurring in Russia. All I 
ihall do Is try and tell you of some of the things 
I saw. The first impression one gets is that every- 
thing is^ very much run down .,*nU out of order. 
.Lltter,Hf rùbblâhf and disarray are evident , every-

Eacli position carries with It a book of supply 
tickets, usually about the amount of your salary, 
so that the government has all your .money, as 
t he se^lcket* only entitle you to buy and to fcôme 
ex^^Ppure your obtaining the bare necessities 
of ■llfe,"Vou can buy without tickets at a higher 
price, provided you have money, which very few 
have. ' - . 

All the food and commodity, stores are very 
trowded, dirty and untidy, each with lik own par- 
ticular line of smells. Xs nothinfe Is delivered, ^flot 
even milk, everyone has to go for their dally 
rations, and long queues are séen in front, of the 
steres any time of day. There is no ice . or re- 
frigeration and everything 'is open and; éjcposed; 
flies ahd other insects are swarming over évei^y- 
thing. Everything Is very | expensive. 

. Our hotels cost us $40 pec day and the rooms 
were more or less out of repair; eitlie«; the wash 
basin, the light, the door lock or ^^^^^^àr 
out of order. The elevator ran whenever you 'couid 
catch the boy— he had .^a splèndld disregard for 
belts— but If yûu waited long enough, you -ml*ht

I spent four days in Moscow and had one 
small towel about two feet square.

A 
cigar was sevejity-flve cents, a large chocolaté bar,

friends, to have an fee cream and paid $4.50 for

The texts taken for the ,8ermon were 
from St Paul's Epistle to the Cor- 
inthians. ' "And - Jesus Increased In- 
wisdom and" In stature, and in fav.- 
our with God and man" and, "But 
when I became : a, .^^man; 1 put . awayj 
childish things." ilr. 'Dickliisbn tolà 
how many people" might grow up 
perfectly, mentally, physically, arid 
socially and still be immatiire be- 
cause they had not '"Grown up In, 
religion." Mr. . Dickinson divided the 
"grow/ng up, in," or the under- 
standing of;, religion Into four dJs- 
tlnct parts; "Growing up in the 
Idea of God;" Growing vu^i in the 
understanding of : fight and wrong, ' 
"Growing up In knowledge of the' 
Bible;" and lastly, , "Growing up in 
■tho understanding of the Kingdom 
of God."" , . 

Growth In Ides of Qodi 

Growth in tiie idea ;;!on God was 
traced from the chilldhbod days of 
the . Individual whén he", thought of 
God as a great ' grand -father or a 
policeman, to. the times when*^ he 
thought , pf ^jbim; as a^ father or sup- 
errnan. :^'ÎS(5iehtlflo ' knowledge, how- 
ever discourages .iUils'i'iast,' for what 
man may oversee' such - an Immensity 
as the universe? ' One should come 
to, think of (^od as a spirit a per-:

Spirit of the universe."'' ^
